INCOLN TOMB CUSTODIAN RETIRES 


Many Illinois residents have heard the earnest author- 
iative voice of Herbert Wells Fay as he showed them 
about the Lincoln monument in Springfield, and read with 
interest the announcement that he is retiring from this job. 
He will be 90 in February. He is being succeeded by his 
son, Earl Owen Fay, 63. 


Mr. Fay's sustained interest in the subject to which 
he devoted the major part of his life was remarkable. No 
one ever detected in him the least hint of boredom. Some- 
times he showed impatience with visitors; his feelings 
could not conceal a deep wound when visitors showed no 
more interest than if they were in a carnival sideshow. 


To keep at a job like that so long requires real rever- 
ence for the subject, even though none could inspire it more 
than the life and ideals of Lincoln. Fay had the reverence 
combined with enthusiasm. They kept his frail body at 
this task long after it seemed he would give way to ex- 
haustion. In the hearts of the people of Illinois he has earn- 
ed a lasting place of affection. 


MacARTHUR ON MISSIONS 


Of all the American agencies and enterprises repre- 
sented abroad, the church missions have acquired the most 
affection and esteem. The reason is that they ask nothing 
materially in return for what they give. 


On the governmental side, even the Marshall plan 
•.rift money is coupled with assurances about trade freedom 
ind opposition to Communism, which we hope will work to 
wr material advantage. But the missions perform a service 
ro mankind completely free of selfish motives. 


Cynics sometimes suggest that it is easy to make 
riends that way—everything going out and nothing com- 
ng in; what lasting good can con|e of it? General Douglas 
MacArthur, who has spent many years in the Far East, and 
had as good a chance as anyone to observe the results, re- 
cently cabled this message to the Foreign Missions confer- 
ence in Columbus, Ohio: 


"During my many years of service for my country 
ibroad. I have had the opportunity to evaluate the enorm- 
>us benefits which our foreign missions have rendered to 
mman progress. . . . Through their teaching and practice 
•f the immutable principles of Christianity they have in- 
fused knowledge and understanding of the democratic 
-oncept and wherever they have gone they have sown the 
seeds of human dignity and left in their wake an enlight- 
ned appreciation of the basic tenets which govern our 
>wn free way of Iifs." 


Whatever happens to our other efforts abroad, the 
missions have assured us for all time a measure of good 
•vill.

Base Jobless Pay 
On 1947 Earnings 
Until March 31 


Unemployment benefits will con- 
tinue to be based on 1947 narrilngi 
until the clcse of che current benefit 
year on March 31, Deputy William 
Tattersall, in charge of the State 
Unemployment Compensation Office 
at 211 East Morgan street, announc- 
ed Thursday. 


"Under Illinois law, a new bene- 
fit year begins on April 1 oi each 
calendar year and ends on March 31 
of the following year," Deputy Tat- 
tersall pointed out. "This allows em- 
ployers the whole month of January 
in which to report wages paid in the 
fourth quarter of the old calendar 
year, after which the Division re- 
quires 60 days to consolidate the en- 
tire 1948 wage records of seme 3,- 
500.000 
insured 
Illinois 
workers. 
Therefore, benefits paid to unem- 
ployed workers during the first- three 
months of 1949 must continue to be 
based on 1947 earnings. On April 1, 
1949, the new benefit year will begin, 
during which benefits will be paid 
on the basis of 1948 wages. 


Wage Credits Expire 
"Wage credits applicable to a giv- 
en benefit year automatically expire 
with the close of that benefit year," 
Tattersall continued. "Suppose, for 
instance, John Doe earged enough 
wages in 1947 to qualify lor maxim- 
um benefits of $20 a week for 26 
weeks, and is insured against invol- 
untary unemployment dur'ng 
the 
current benefit year which 
ends 
March 31, 1949. On March 1, he is 
laid off and draws benefits until 
March 31. On that date, h'S 1947 
wage credits expire and, with the be- 
ginning of the new benefit year on 
April 1, he must file a new claim 
based on his 1948 earnings." 


In addition to having the required 
wage credits, a claimant for unem- 
ployment benefits must be registered 
for work with Illinois State Employ- 
ment Service, be able to work full 
time in regular employment 
and 
show that he has been seeking work 
by his own voluntary efforts. Also, 
he must be available to accept any 
offer of suitable employment.
